• WHAT is different about 
your boot camps?

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County freeze council tax payments 


SOMERSET County Council announced it will 
freeze its council tax for a fourth year in a row. 
A major £4.8 million extra investment in car¬ 
ing for vulnerable people, extra funding for 
roads, and more books for Somerset's li¬ 
braries, are among the highlights of the 
spending plans revealed on Wednesday. 

The extra investment comes despite a 
tough settlement from the Government that 
will see the council having to operate with 
£20 million less than last year, while demand 
for services increases. 

Among the major proposals for the next fi¬ 
nancial year are: a freeze in council tax for a 
fourth year running; an extra £4.8 million on 
vulnerable children and adults; millions extra 
spent on repairing roads damaged by the se¬ 
vere winter weather; reducing bureaucracy 


within the county council; and making li¬ 
braries part of the community, keeping them 
open and investing in new books. 

Council leader John Osman pointed out 
however that after the Government's cut of 
£20 million in funding, SCC still needs to find 
this saving from its budget. "It is extremely 
difficult and challenging when our income 
goes down, but the number of people need¬ 
ing our help is going up," he said. 

"Just one example, a few years ago over 350 
children were in care in Somerset. Now that 
figure is more than 525, and rising. Each child 
can cost the authority £3,000-£5,000 a week 
to look after. Of course we want to look after 
them to the best of our abilities, but it's a very 
significant expense. 

"These are very tough times for all councils 


across the country, it is no different in Somer¬ 
set, we have protected some areas for the 
coming year, like youth services, libraries, and 
school crossing patrol officers. We will con¬ 
tinue with our priorities, to care for people 
who need it, and to deliver all our services 
with the best possible value for money." 

The draft budget proposals will be dis¬ 
cussed by cabinet members at their next 
meeting in February. The proposals will see 
services reorganised and in some areas, mod¬ 
ernised to bring significant efficiencies and 
savings. Proposals include, modernising care 
services, committing to keep all 41 children's 
centres open and reorganising and restruc¬ 
turing the service and developing more effi¬ 
cient working practices with schools and 
early years providers. 


Local plan to be inspected

Plan 2006 - 2028 to the 
Planning Inspectorate for 
public examination. 

This follows the full 
council’s endorsement of 
recommended amend¬ 
ments on Thursday, Janu¬ 
ary 17th. 

The report to full coun¬ 
cil updated growth pro¬ 
jections as a result of the 
publication of the new 
population figures from 
the 2011 Census and the 
latest job figures from the 
Business Register Em¬ 
ployment Survey for 
2010 - 2011 . 

Other changes resulted 
from the comments of

residents following the 
public consultation period 
that ran from June 28th 
until August 10th 2012. 

There was full commu¬ 
nity engagement in the 
consultation with 797 in¬ 
dividuals and organisa¬ 
tions responding and a 
total of 2,418 points were 
raised. 

The emerging plan is 
the council’s guide to 
how the district should 
develop over the next 15 
years. 

The location for new 
housing, businesses and 
transport links is set out 
and where development 
should be located. Gen¬ 
eral policies to shape de¬ 
cisions on planning 


applications are also set 
out. 

The council’s emerging 
plan, proposed amend¬ 
ments and evidence mate¬ 
rial have been submitted 
to the inspector appointed 
to examine the Local 
Plan. 

A formal public exami¬ 
nation will be held where 
individuals and organisa¬ 
tions will have a further 
opportunity to address the 
inspector. This is ex¬ 
pected to take place in 
May of this year. 

A programme officer, 
Christine Self, responsi¬ 
ble to the inspector and 
for organising the exami¬ 
nation on the inspector’s 
behalf has been appointed 


and will be shortly con¬ 
tacting all those who have 
made representations on 
the plan to inform them 
and the general public of 
what is happening.

Councillor Ric Pallister, 
leader SSDC said: “South 
Somerset District Council 
has been working on the 
Local Plan for six years 
now and this is an impor¬ 
tant step towards getting 
the plan adopted. 

“This will mean that 
everyone living and 
working in South Somer¬ 
set will have a clear guide 
as to what development is 
needed and where it 
should go. 

“This will make the 
council much less vulner¬ 


able to inappropriate and 
opportunistic develop¬ 
ment.

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L NOT JUST ABOUT GROCERIES: Winsham shop manager Denise Nicolls, chairman Denis McCullum and 
volunteer Chloe Beasley 


W INSHAM vil¬ 
lage shop was 
one of the first 
50 to become a community 
venture just over ten years 
ago and now is held up as a 
model for others to study 
when considering a similar 
scheme. 

There are now 283 com¬ 
munity shops across the 
country. 

The villagers officially 
opened their community 
shop on September 8th 
2002, initiated by Stella 
Abbey and Richard Rose. 
The shop had been facing 
closure. 

The secret of their suc¬ 
cess is not only 3,000 lines 
of everyday items, many 
that compete in price with 
the supermarkets in town, 
but the number of volun¬ 
teers and staff which en¬ 
able them to be open 68 
hours per week. 

The village has had gen¬ 
eral store for over 100 
years and when they were 
in danger of losing it, the 
residents knew the impor¬ 
tance of the facility, not just 
as a provisions provider but 
as an important part of 
daily contact for many. 

When Winsham Shop 
Ltd was formed they re¬ 
tained the shop manager 
Denise Nicholls and the 
steering group gained an 
ace up their sleeve when 
retired retail manager 
Roger Tett stepped up to 
help. 

He said it keeps his brain 
working and was much 


better than being at home 
all day with little to do. 

In the beginning he ad¬ 
vised Denise to keep her 
ears and eyes open as to 
what the customers 
wanted in their shop. It 
turned out that Winsham 
are huge tea drinkers and 
they now stock an “as¬ 
tounding” variety of teas. 

Funds were raised to set 
them up, through the sell¬ 
ing of shares which match- 
funded grant money from 
the Village Retail Services 
Association and the Coun¬ 
tryside Alliance, totalling 
£40,000, to buy the stock 
needed and do some work 
on the shop. There is also 
a Post Office which is run 


as a separate business in 
the back of the shop. 

Denis McCullum has 
been the chairman for the 
last five years and as a res¬ 
ident of 25 years, became 
a shareholder early on in 
the campaign. 

He said: “This is a thriv¬ 
ing village and our success 
with the shop is largely 
down to our mix of volun¬ 
teers who all have a part to 
play, some serving at the 
counter, others filling 
shelves or coming in early 
to sort the papers and there 
is a cleaning rota of eight 
to 12 people. When we 
opened there was a lady in 
her eighties who used to 
fill shelves. 


“The volunteering also 
helps with our pricing 
structure, I insist the shop 
has to stand on its own feet 
but after ten years we have 
proven our worth. Part of 
the reason we are so suc¬ 
cessful is because we are 
in the centre of the village, 
if we should ever have to 
move it would be a prob¬ 
lem. We are still selling 
shares and always wel¬ 
coming new volunteers, 
ideally I would love us to 
be able to buy the build¬ 
ing, as we are lucky at the 
moment with our land¬ 
lords but it would be great 
to have complete control 
of our destiny.” 

With severe weather hit¬ 


ting the country this win¬ 
ter, the value of village 
shops like those at Win¬ 
sham, Seavington and 
Thomcombe become more 
important, not just for sup¬ 
plies when the roads are 
blocked but to monitor the 
population. As Mr Tett 
pointed out, their 60 news¬ 
papers which are not deliv¬ 
ered but collected by 
residents every day act as 
a tally. If a customer does¬ 
n’t collect, someone will 
go to their home and check 
that they are alright and if 
someone in the village 
needs help, word soon gets 
around via the constant 
popping in and out of reg¬ 
ular customers.

The story of 
St Valentine 

IN 270 A.D., marriage had been outlawed by 
the emperor of Rome, Claudius II. Claudius is¬ 
sued this decree because he thought that mar¬ 
ried men made bad soldiers since they were 
reluctant to be torn away from their families in 
the case of war. Claudius had also outlawed 
Christianity in this time period because he 
wished to be praised as the one supreme god, 
the Emperor of Rome. Valentine was the bishop 
of Interamna during this period of oppression. 
Valentine thought that the decrees of Rome 
were wrong. He believed that people should be 
free to love God and to marry. Valentine invited 
the young couples of the area to come to him. 
When they came, Valentine secretly performed 
services of matrimony and united the couples. 

Valentine was eventually caught and was 
brought before the emperor. The emperor saw 
that Valentine had conviction and drive that 
was unsurpassed among his men. Claudius 
tried and tried to persuade Valentine to leave 
Christianity, serve the Roman empire and the 
Roman gods. In exchange, Claudius would par¬ 
don him and make him one of his allies. St. 
Valentine held to his faith and did not renounce 
Christ. Because of this, the emperor sentenced 
him to a three-part execution. First, Valentine 
would be beaten, then stoned, and then finally, 
decapitated. Valentine died on February 14th, 
270 A.D. 

While in prison, waiting for his sentence to be 
carried out, Valentine fell in love with the jailer's 
daughter, the blind Asterius. During the course 
of Valentine's prison stay, a miracle occurred 
and Asterius regained her sight. Valentine sent 
her a final farewell note. He signed his last note, 
"From Your Valentine." Even today, this message 
remains as the motto for our Valentine's Day 
celebrations. 
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Most of you know that Valentines Day is supposed to be a day to declare your love. It is the holiday that sells the most the 
greeting cards with the exception of Christmas and it is also a holiday where gifts of chocolates, and flowers are freely and 
not so freely given as tokens of affection. Here are a few fact's about Valentine's day you may not know...

1. In reality, there were actually 3 St. Valentine's. One was a 
priest, one a bishop and one little is known about except he 
was a martyr. The stories of the priest's and bishop's martyr¬ 
dom are so closely related it is difficult to tell which St. Valen¬ 
tine the Holiday is named after. 

2. According to legend it was St. Valentine himself who sent 
the first valentine in the form of a letter to his jailer's blind 
daughter with whom he had fallen in love. Just before he was 
put to death at the hands of King Claudius II for marrying the 
kings soldiers without the king's permission he penned a note 
to his love and signed it: From your Valentine. 

3. It is believed that a mount Holyoke college student by the 
name of Ester Howland created 
the first lace valentine in the 
United States from lace, ribbon 
and colorful pictures. She has be¬ 
come known as the Mother of the 
Valentine. 

4. Teachers receive more valen¬ 
tine cards than anyone else, even 
children. 

5. More than 650 million valen¬ 
tine cards are exchanged by chil¬ 
dren from ages 6-10 each year. 

Most of these cards are bought in 
the last 6 days leading up to 
Valentine's day. 

6 . Each year the city of Verona 


Italy receives more than 1000 valentine's addressed to Shake¬ 
speare's Juliet. It really is amazing how much affection a dead 
fictional character can attract. 

7. It was once believed that if a woman saw a flying robin on 
Valentine's day she would end up getting married to a sailor. If a 
sparrow was the bird she saw she would end up marrying a man 
that was poor and live a happy life, if she saw a goldfinch then she 
was to marry a man that was a millionaire. One can only wonder 
who she would marry if she saw a crow. 

8 . In 1929 at the height of prohibition Al Capone ordered the 
killing of members of a rival gang run by Bugs Moran in 
Chicago on Valentines Day. Authorities were unable to find any 

real evidence to tie Capone to the 
crime and he was never arrested 
or tried for the murder of these 
seven men. Instead he served his 
time for tax evasion. 

9. More than 9 million pet owners 
buy gifts for their pets for Valen¬ 
tine's day. Now that is what can be 
called real puppy love. 

10. It is estimated that 15% of the 
women in the United States who 
receive flowers for Valentine's day 
send them to themselves. There 
are no figures that tell how many 
of these women are married, sin¬ 
gle or in a relationship.

horse racing bob buckler stable 

Mr Matt back in training 


THE rain and now snow that has dogged 
all sport this winter has meant that most 
stables have struggled to get horses out 
writes Stuart Broom. 

Local trainer Bob Buckler was no ex¬ 
ception with a flurry of horses racing just 
prior to Christmas and in the New Year 
to take advantage of the small window 
of opportunity with better ground. 

Although he has only had 68 runners 
with seven winners and a further 12 
horses placed in the first half of the sea¬ 
son, Buckler is well placed in the trainer's 
table with few if any above him with bet¬ 
ter stats for the number of horses, and 
many below him with more. 

"There are a number of reasons be¬ 
sides the weather which has hampered 
us, but I am more than pleased with 
what we have achieved in the circum¬ 
stances and there have been some ex¬ 
cellent performances. 

"The weather of course has affected all 
trainers, but it hasn't been the nicest 
ground and sometimes we have had to 


run horses in conditions that are not 
ideal for them. 

"We also have a number of young 
horses in the stable this season that we 
are bringing on for the future, and not as 
many bog standard handicappers that 
would run regularly. 

"I've only got about two thirds of the 
horses in work at the moment, so I think 
we have done quite well considering the 
number of horses." 

Sulpius must take star billing winning 
four races in two months. Having taken 
13 races to register his maiden victory at 
Fontwell in early November, he then 
won another three and finished second 
in four of his five subsequent races, the 
latest at Wincanton on January 5th. 

Buckler announced that Double Dizzy 
was to retire after pulling up in the Haye 
Jousselin Chase at Auteuil in early No¬ 
vember. 

The 12-year-old owned by Martyn For¬ 
rester had run a brilliant race around the 
grueling course in heavy conditions be¬ 


fore deciding he had enough with a cir¬ 
cuit to go. 

However they decided to give him one 
more race in the Glenfarclas Cross Coun¬ 
try Handicap Chase at Cheltenham two 
weeks later, and although finishing 
tenth, again jumped brilliantly. 

Seemingly enjoying his second flush of 
youth, a month later finished fourth in 
the handicap version of the Glenfarcas. 

This earned him the chance to defend 
his Sussex National title at Plumpton in 
the New Year where he gave the impres¬ 
sion of being on a training gallop finish¬ 
ing third behind a much younger horse 
in Well Respected. 

The most recent runner for the stable 
was the impressive Somerset Lias mak¬ 
ing his debut on a racecourse in a 
bumper at Ludlow in a very high class 
race, and is one to look out for the future. 

Meanwhile Mister Matt, one of the 
stables star performers is back in the 
yard following his winter break and look¬ 
ing for good ground in the spring.
